Rarey asks 

Why were recommendations rejected?

Citizen critic James Rarey 
was uniquely rejected as a 
“petitioner” Monday night, as 
he sought to speak out against 
anti-well activist R.P. Lilly’s 
distribution of letters concern¬ 
ing the well litigation on July 

i. 

Rarey had sought to speak 
out in the early portion of the 
City Council meeting, where 
his time would not be limited. 

But council members (ex¬ 
cept for veteran Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry) rejected a 
revised council agenda that 
would have allowed Rarey that 
possibility. Such a turn-down 
is uncommon at council ses¬ 
sions. 

But Mayor pro tern Ran¬ 
dolph Gear did allow Rarey six 
minutes (twice the normal 
amount of time) to speak out 
during the discussion period 
toward the end of the council 
session. 

Rarey used that time to 
blast fellow RECAP member 
Lilly for passing out letters 
pertaining to Environmental 
Disposal System’s effort to 
erect an eriviromental deep- 
well in Romulus. 

Rarey first said that the 
passing out of the packet of of¬ 
ficial letters to only Mayor 


William Oakley and selected 
council members “was an in¬ 
sult to the public who attended 
the council meeting or were 
watching it on cable TV.” 

Gear cautioned Rarey when 
he said Lilly displayed a “juve¬ 
nile attitude” by such a limited 
distribution and his actions 
could hurt the city in the mat¬ 
ter of the $100 million lawsuit 
pressed by EDS against former 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
several council members. 

“Making letters by and to 
EDS public shows for the first 
time that council members re¬ 
jected their own lawyers rec¬ 
ommendation on settling the 
on-going well issue,” Rarey 
said. 

Stating he didn’t know if 
Lilly “was used or what” by 
any of the forces involved in 
the current litigation, Rarey 
urged the council to set up an 
official policy on what can or 
cannot be distributed at a 
council meeting, so that in the 
future certain documents can 
be protected. 

Rarey also asked that the 
settlement issue be included 
on the July 22 City Council 
agenda, so that certain council 
members can explain why they 
opposed the city’s lawyers’ rec¬ 
ommendations. 

While no official minutes 
were recorded for that session 


in Circuit Court Judge Michael 
Stacey’s courtroom, it was re-

Romulus school support 
staff union leaders pleaded 
Monday night that the new 
school board rescind the re¬ 
cent labor contract termina¬ 
tion that has “created havoc 
within the school district and 
the community.” 

Prior to the labor com¬ 
ments, veteran Romulus 
school trustee Kenneth Ber- 
linn was elected president of 
the school board for the 
1996-97 term at a brief 7:15 p.m. 
meeting. 

At the early 10-minute ses¬ 
sion, first term trustee Judith 
Gondek was nominated for 
vice president. Gondek how¬ 
ever declined the nomination. 

Trustee Julie Oleszkowicz 
was then nominated for the 
vice president slot and was 
unanimously elected. 

Also unanimously elected 
were trustees Howard Kesner 
as board secretary and Sandra 
Langley as treasurer. 

Monday night also marked 
the first seating of recently 
elected trustees Michael 
Woods (the board’s lone minor¬ 
ity member) and Betty Lenossi. 

Both Woods and Lenossi 
were sworn in earlier by Rose¬ 
mary Hering, a notary public 
and secretary to Human Ser¬ 
vices Director Sam Lamcnica. 

Midway through the regular 
meeting, Carole Bales, Local 
64 union leader and secretary 
at Wick Elementary School 
stood up and stated “During 
the week of June 17, negotia¬ 
tion sessions (formal and infor¬ 
mal) were held. We felt great 
progress had been made and 
were led to believe that a rec¬ 
ommendation would be made 
by Superintendent of Schools 
(Dr. William Bedell) or 
Lamonica to withdraw termi¬ 
nation of the contract from the 
agenda at this meeting. 

“Rather, we find that the Su¬ 
perintendent of Schools rec¬ 
ommended termination of our 
contract effective July 10,” 
Bales said. 

“Your action to a group of 
dedicated and supportive em¬ 
ployees has done nothing, but 
create havoc within the school 
district and community,” Bales 
continued.

“Our contract is our liveli¬ 
hood and is taken seriously by 
our members,” Bales said, “We 
feel this action was totally un¬ 
necessary and insensitive. We 
respectively request that the 
Board of Education reconsider 
and rescind its actions on June 
24.” 

Bales comments were fol¬ 
lowed by Sharlene Myers- 
Krupnak, staff representative 
of Council 25 of the American 
Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees 
AFL-CIO, who asked pointedly 
“Why is the Board of Educa¬ 
tion terminating our con¬ 
tract?” 

She added the meetings 
during the week of June 17 
were held in good faith and “at 
the end of the week I was 
elated and believed the par¬ 
ties had accomplished great 
strides toward resolution of 
major concerns of the district 
and (we) were awaiting pre¬ 
sentation of official pro¬ 
posals.” i 

Myers-Krupnak said “the 
union was under the impres¬ 
sion that the contract would 
not be terminated as a result 
of these accomplishments. Evi¬ 
dently, our perception of‘good 
faith bargaining’ and our 
strides toward resolution were 
in error.” 

She then addfed “today I 
stand before you with several 
questions. Is there a hidden 
agenda to these negotiations? 

What is the purpose of gutting 
our contract? Was Dr. Sam 
Lamonica hired to be the 
hatchet person?” 

Myers-Krupnak then joined 
Bales in the request that the 
“board reconsider its actions 
and rescind their termination 
of the collective bargaining 
agreement for Local 64 AF- 
SCME members.” 

The board later went into 
executive session to update 
new members on the state of 
the contract talks. 

Lamonica said Tuesday 
morning that he had no com¬ 
ment on the union represents 
fives letters.

vealed that those opposing the 
settlement offer were Council 
members Gear, William Wad¬ 
sworth and Michael Prybyla.

A compromise settlement 
looms near in the financial 
battle between Assistant 
Wayne County Prosecutor 
Mary Sue Czarnecki on behalf 
of a local Alzheimer’s disease 
patient’s family and Richard B. 
Beemer, who represents the 
defendant’s family, 34th Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge William 
Szlinis revealed last week. 

Szlinis said attorneys for 
both sides met in his chambers 
on July 1 and stated they 
would return at 10 a.m. on Au¬ 
gust 12 to finalize the agree¬ 
ment that would provide 
Richard Pack with some 
needed funds to help him keep 
up with the $3,000 a month 
nursing home cost for his wife, 
Helene, 78. 

Supposedly the agreement 
would not block Pack from 
continuing a civil suit concern¬ 
ing the $375,000 that a neigh¬ 
bor Kathy Ann Frye allegedly 
defrauded the Pack family out 
of while she served as Helene 
Pack’s social aide. 

Frye is now serving a term 
in prison as a result of convic¬ 
tion of 40 counts of embezzle¬ 
ment. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Dan 
Snyder reported that Richard 
Pack hired his neighbor, Kathy 


Ann Frye, to help transport his 
wife to the stores, doctor’s ap¬ 
pointments, etc. 

But sometime during that 
service period, Frye was able 
to have Pack remove her hus¬ 
band’s name from several cer¬ 
tificates of deposit, one valued 
at about $114,000 and the other 
at $115,000, and replace it with 
her (Frye’s) name. 

Police allege that Frye then 
cashed them in and used the 
funds to remodel her family’s 
home, garage, etc. 

Other money also report¬ 
edly was taken from the Pack 
bank accounts. 

The county prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice last year confiscated a nu¬ 
mber of portable items from 
the Frye home and property 
(that reportedly were pur¬ 
chased with Pack money) and 
Czarnecki hopes to get the 
court’s permission to auction 
off those possessions to help 
repay the Packs for some of 
their lost money. 

Because much of the Pack’s 
savings are now gone, Pack is 
fearful the day may come 
when he could run out of funds 
to pay for his invalid wife’s 
nursing home costs. 

Szlinis said there is a strong 
possibility that the compro¬ 
mise agreement could be final¬ 
ized this month.

Retiring Romulus Detective 
LL Kenneth Kraus will wake 
up Saturday morning facing 
the “first day of the rest of his 
life.” 

Kraus, who will be finishing 
his 40th year in law enforce¬ 
ment, hasn’t yet decided what 
the rest of his life really 


means. 

“I just want the retirement 
theme to sink in,” the 61-year- 
old detective said. “I’ll proba¬ 
bly get a job outside of law en¬ 
forcement sometime in the 
near future,” he said, “but 
right now I’m just looking for¬ 
ward to relaxing for awhile.” 

Kraus began his police ca¬ 
reer with the Michigan State 
Police and was an investiga¬ 
tive officer in the infamous 
“Coed Murders” string of kill¬ 
ings in the Ann Arbor area 
back in the late 1960’s. 

One of the victims listed in 
that series of women’s mur¬ 
ders was a Romulus woman 
hitchhiker named Maralynn 
Skelton. 

A single defendant was con¬ 
victed of one of those murders, 
Kraus said, and ultimately a 
book entitled “Michigan Mur¬ 
ders” was written by Ed Keyes 
and brought Kraus some lim¬ 
ited fame throughout the na¬ 
tion. 

The now snow-white haired 
Kraus said he ultimately pur¬ 
chased a hard- cover copy of 
the book, but “I never did read 
it. I remember letting someone 
borrow it and the book was 


never returned.” 

Several members of the po¬ 
lice department did buy pa¬ 
perback copies of the book and 
still possess them in their per¬ 
sonal libraries, he said. 

Kraus retired from the state 
police after 25 years and 
signed on as one of the first 
Romulus police investigators 
in 1981. 

During his 15 years at Ro¬ 
mulus Police Headquarters, 
Kraus said the biggest media 
events he investigated were 
the 1989 crash of Northwest 
Flight 255 and the still un¬ 
solved murder of Northwest 
flight attendant Nancy Ludwig 
in 1991. 

Being the plane crash oc¬ 
curred on a Sunday evening, 
Kraus said, “I didn’t hear 
about it until I stopped to gas 
up my car in Livonia on the 
way home. A deputy county 
sheriff was there and told me 
about the crash. Upon reach¬ 
ing home, we (fellow detec¬ 
tives) all got called in to begin 
the extensive investigation. 

“It was dark by then and so 
there was little we could do. 
But the next morning as the 
sun came up—we got a chance 
to view the crash scene that al¬ 
most looked like a war zone.” 

A total of 156 passengers 
and crew members died in 
that crash. Romulus firefigh¬ 
ters remarkably found one 
small girl survivor. 

The girl, four-year-old Ce¬ 
cilia Cichan of Tempe, Ariz., 
was rushed to the University of 
Michigan Hospital in critical 
condition. She survived de¬ 



area on the anniversaries of 
her death. 

Kraus will serve his last day 
on the Romulus force tomor¬ 
row and will be feted at a 
small city-sponsored luncheon 
in his honor. 

He will then pack his assort¬ 
ment of American Eagles 
(paintings, photos and sculp¬ 
tures) and head for his Plym¬ 
outh home.

Friends and relatives held 
memorial services at the crash 
site for a number of years, un¬ 
til a recent permanent memo¬ 
rial was established at the 
Romulus site. 

Then on Feb. 18,1991 Kraus 
lead the Romulus investiga¬ 
tion into the stabbing death of 
Ludwig, a flight attendant who 
was killed during a layover 
stop at Metro Airport on Feb. 
17, 1991. 

Ludwig was found dead in 
her hotel room by a clerk, after 
a co-worker asked about her 
when she failed to show up for 
the flight the next morning. 

Her husband, Arthur, and 
immediate family have contin¬ 
ued to press for Ludwig’s 
killer, often making appear¬ 
ances in the Romulus-Detroit 


Since that time the numbf 
of eagles has multiplied sub? 
stantially and at the present 
time they are not on the dan¬ 
ger list. 

In coming weeks and 
months, Kraus and his wife, 
Joan, expect to enjoy the com¬ 
pany of their four children (a 
son and three daughters) and 
five grandchildren, who “all 
live within an hour’s drive” of 
his home. 


One future possibility re¬ 
mains for Kraus and that is a 
trip to Alaska. “I’ve always felt 
I would enjoy visiting our most 
northern state,” he said, “and 
now that I will be retired it 
might be a good time to plan 
for such a trip.” 

Who knows if Kraus ever 
gets to fulfill his dream, maybe 
he actually will see a live 
American Eagle for the first 
time.

Twelve such bars within the 
county have already been tar¬ 
geted by a special task force, 
O’Hair said in Deaborn on 
Tuesday, and 28 persons have 
been ticketed since “Opera¬ 
tion Laptop” went into opera¬ 
tion two months ago. 

“We know we are hitting 
them in the pocketbook and 
that’s excellent,” O’Hair said, 
“they deserve it” 

Sheriff Robert Ficano said 
four Inkster bars, two Romulus 
establishments and one Van 
Buren Township tavern have 
been among those that have 
teen targeted for regular in¬ 
spections. 

The slease bars with their 
sexually explicit so-called en¬ 
tertainment are in clear viola¬ 
tion of Michigan law and 
continually blight local busi¬ 
ness and residential areas, he 
said. 

“They are a problem we 
don’t want in Wayne County,” 
O’Hair said, and he expressed 
pleasure that about two dozen 
suburban police chiefs have 
endorsed his re-election this 
fall. '

full term as prosecutor, but has 
been warned by an Inkster top¬ 


less bar owner John Lee Ham¬ 
ilton that he will pledge $4,000 
to the Citizens for Justice, a po¬ 
litical action arm of the Nevers 
and Budzyn Defense Fund, ev¬ 
ery time one of his dancers is 
ticketed. 

The task force now in opera¬ 
tion is a joint operation bet¬ 
ween O’Hair’s office, the Sher¬ 
iff’s Department and local 
police forces. 

Lap dancing includes a top¬ 
less entertainer dancing on a 
customer’s lap while simulat¬ 
ing sex acts, O’Hair said, and 
the action has been declared 
illegal in the state of Michigan. 

Dearborn Police Chief 
Ronald Deziel declared Tues¬ 
day “if John Lee Hamilton and 
other opponents of O’Hair 
think that the people of west¬ 
ern Wayne County will sit back 
and let a sleaze merchant dic¬ 
tate the nomination or election 
of a prosecutor, they are crazy 
as bedbugs.” 

Press reports already claim 
that activities by the Special 
Task Force have sent “shock- 
waves” through the lap danc¬ 
ing club areas. 

Among the area police 
chiefs who have endorsed 
O’Hair’s re-election are John 
Colligan of Wayne, Charles 
Kirby of Romulus, Terry Col¬ 
well of Inkster, John San- 
tomauro of Canton Township, 
Harold Berriman of Belleville, 
Clinton Brown of Sumpter 
Township and James A. Caygill 
of Huron Township.

Romulus woman begins fight against

Agitated by a scary stream 
of law breakings in the Ap 
plewood subdivision, a newly 
arrived Romulus property 
owner sought the City Coun¬ 
cil’s help Monday night in cre¬ 
ating a Neighborhood Watch 
program. 

Jennifer Nemeth of 28059 
River Bridge said she was 
spurred into action after wit¬ 
nessing a street drug sale near 
her home as she was walking 
her dog one day. 

Since talking to fellow prop¬ 
erty owners, Nemeth said she 
found the top concerns in the 
neighborhoods include:

establish a Neighborhood 
Watch program. 

“We moved here hoping to 
start a family in Romulus and 
definitely don’t want our in¬ 
vestment to decrease in value 
because of rising crime prob¬ 
lems,” Nemeth said. 

When this summer’s road 
project is completed, she said, 
many are afraid that Leroy 
street and others will become 
racing areas unless some type 
of police action is taken. 

Nemeth expressed a need 
for stop signs along the longer 
streets and a “Handicapped 
Child Zone” sign for a family 


that has two educationally 
challenged children. 

“We have been told the city 
doesn’t know where to get such 
neighborhood signs,” Nemeth 
said. 

City Clerk Linda Choate 
said she was unaware who 
should be contacted for such a 
request. But Mayor William 
Oakley vowed “we’ll get those 
signs.” 

Nemeth also expressed con¬ 
cern over some older vacant 
houses, including a ranch style 
home that has been vacant for 
several months. The house,

she said, has broken windows 
and is in generally poor disre¬ 
pair. 

That is the house, she said, 
where the sexual attack re¬ 
portedly took place. 

“We want that house 
brought up to code so that it 
will no longer be a visible state 
of danger,” Nemeth said. 

Her request brought sup¬ 
port from Oakley and coun- 
cilmembers. 

Oakley offered Nemeth the 
use of Fire Station 4 for her 
planned July 31 Neighborhood 
Watch meeting, if the number 
attending the 7 p.m. gathering 
exceeds the size of her home. 
He also agreed to have a traffic 
survey done after the road pro¬ 
ject is completed to determine 
how many stop and yield signs 
could be placed there. 

Gear promised to attend the 
first Neighborhood Watch 
meeting and other council 
members strongly supported 
her actions on a community 
level.

Governor Engler signs angler harassment bills

Governor John Engler 
signed bills that will make ha¬ 
rassment of fishermen a mis¬ 
demeanor offense in Michigan 
beginning July 1. 

The legislation, sponsored 
by Senator Robert Geake (R- 
Northville) and Representa 
tive Dave Jaye (R-Washington 
Township), is modeled after an 
existing hunter’s harassment 
law and seeks to protect the- 
rights of the more than two 
million residents and tourists 
who fish in the Great Lakes 
State each year. 

Officially titled the Michi¬ 
gan Fisherman’s Rights Act, 
but also known as the Angler 
Harassment Bills, the mea¬ 
sures target animal rights ac¬ 
tivists and others who obstruct 
or interfere in the lawful tak¬ 
ing of fish and other aquatic 
species. It provides for penal¬ 
ties of up to 93 days in jail and/ 
or a fine of between $500 and 
$1000. Second offenders could 
face up to a year in jail and a 
fine of $1,000 to $2,500. 


“Blessed with abundant nat¬ 
ural resources, Michigan has 
always been a state where out¬ 
door sporting activities such as 
angling are encouraged,” En¬ 
gler said. “As any fisherman 
will tell you, there are few 
things more peaceful and en¬ 
joyable than finding a quiet 
spot to cast a line.” 

Fishing educates Michigan 
youth on the importance of 
natural resources, the Gover¬ 
nor said, and family fishing 
trips in the state are a cher¬ 
ished tradition. The sport also 
generates nearly $2 billion 
each year in economic benefit 
to Michigan communities and 


businesses. 

Despite these benefits, 
some people do not respect the 
legal right to fish, Engler said. 
Extremist animal rights 
groups objecting to sport fish¬ 
ing have announced plans to 
bother fishermen this summer, 
claiming a First Amendment 
right to free speech, but the 
Governor said, “like an old 
rowboat that has seen too 
many fishing trips, that excuse 
doesn’t hold water.” 

By discouraging harass¬ 
ment, the new law will allow 
for a greater overall enjoy¬ 
ment of fishing in Michigan, 


Engler said. “Thanks to this 
legislation, fishermen in the 
Great Lakes State can worry 
less about big-mouth protes¬ 
ters and more about big-mouth 
bass,” he said. 

The Fisherman’s Rights Act 
passed unanimously in the 
Legislature and is supported 
by the Department of Natural 
Resources, Michigan United 
Conversation Clubs (MUCC) 
and the Michigan Sportsman 
Congress. Engler was joined at 
the event by Geake, DNR Di¬ 
rector K.L. Cool, MUCC Execu¬ 
tive Director Rick Jameson, 
Michigan Sportsmen Congress 
Executive Director Kyle Ran¬ 
dall and DNR conversation of¬ 
ficer Captain Rick Asher. 

“Hunters and anglers are 
the true conversationists,” 
Cool said. “Conservation 
means respecting our natural 
blessings, maintaining a 
healthy, natural balance and 
actively enjoying our re¬ 
sources - that’s what fishing is 
all about.”

It is not often we heap 
praise on Lansing, but 
last week’s bipartisan 
vote to integrate Detroit 
Recorder’s Court into 
Wayne County’s Circuit 
Court was a significant 
victory for Western 
Wayne citizens. 

The victory, which still awaits Gov. John Engler’s 
signature and will probably liave to withstand a legal 
challenge, has been a goal of Western Wayne politi¬ 
cians for many years. But it didn’t really gain steam 
until State Rep. Deborah Whyman (R-Canton) in a Re¬ 
publican-controlled legislature, authored a bold bill 
to eliminate Recorder’s Court about a year ago. 

At about the same time this newspaper began re¬ 
porting several instances that showed a pattern of le¬ 
niency on the part of Recorder’s Court judges in high- 
profile cases that involved white, suburban victims. 
The fact that Western Wayne victims of crime would 
have their case prosecuted befbre a judge that they 
did not have the opportunity to cast a vote for, was the 
subject of several editorials. 

I believe the voters of Western Wayne ought to have 
the right to vote for the judges who sit on the 
Recorder’s Court benches. Most everywhere in Amer¬ 
ica, this is how the judicial system works. In Wayne 
County our leaders decided to have a Circuit Court, 
which is elected by county-wide vote and a 
Recorder’s Court, which hears cases county-wide, but 
is elected by Detroit voters only. This is wrong. 

This is not racist. This is not a slam on Recorder’s 
Court. In fact, many studies have shown Recorder’s 
Court to be a very efficient court, when compared to 
other city judicial systems. As in all court systems, 
there are a few bad apples that make the entire ros¬ 
ter of judges look bad. However, as a whole, 
Recorder’s Court does a decent job. 

If they were doing an exceptional job, however, 
wouldn’t other cities like Grand Rapids and Flint be 
petitioning the legislature to have similar court sys¬ 
tems in their cities? That hasn’t happened because no 
one views Recorder’s Court as a superior system and 
no one believes the money exists to have dual court 
systems anywhere but in Detroit. 

One of the arguments being thrust forward is that 
the current racial makeup of Recorder’s Court judges 
is primarily African-American, reflecting the city of De¬ 
troit electorate. If Recorder’s Court judges are 
asked to run county-wide, where white voters far out¬ 
number African Americans, the racial makeup of the 
court is going to change drastically and Detroit voters 
will be on the short end of the stick. 

I prefer to believe that the voting electorate of 
Wayne County is a little smarter than many of us are 
giving them credit for. I believe that voting along 
racial lines is the domain of a very few. If current 
Recorder’s Court judges are recognized as creditable 
and fair, and get their message out to Wayne County 
voters, they will be re-elected. Several African-Amer¬ 
icans have proven this already. Just check out the 
racial makeup of Circuit Court. 

Western Wayne citizens have earned a great victo¬ 
ry. In a short time, they will be able to vote for the 
judges that impact their lives. Because of this merger, 
a great deal of tax money will be saved. When you see 
your state lawmaker next, tell he or she how much 
you appreciate their vote on this issue. They deserve 
your praise.

It is more with sadness than 
anger that I respond to the 
“courageous” supporter of for¬ 
mer Romulus mayor Beverly 
McAnally who made the anony¬ 
mous phone call to “Sound Off” 
published in the June 30th edi¬ 
tion of Eyewitness.

This is in response to a May 17 
letter by Douglas Winters re¬ 



garding the Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Quality’s 
(MDEQ’s) public participation 
process for the relicensing of the 
WDI and MDWTP facilities. 

Public participation on this 
relicensing process started on 
May 11, 1995, when Waste Man¬ 
agement Division (WMD) public 
noticed that the applications had 
been received and were avail¬ 
able for public review at the Van 
Buren Township office. This no¬ 
tice was also provided to local 
legislators and the facility mail¬ 
ing list. Shortly thereafter and 
for several months, newspaper 
articles (some of which are en¬ 
closed) appeared in most of the 
local newspapers regarding the 
facility and the fact that they 
were apply, for approval to dis¬ 
pose of polychlorinated 
biphenyl (PCB) wastes. 

In addition, the facility placed 
notices in the local papers and 
held an informational meeting 
on February 21,1996. Upon com¬ 
pletion of the WMD review of the 
applications, draft licenses were 
prepared and were public no¬ 
ticed on March 21,1996, in the lo¬ 
cal newspaper. The notice as al¬ 
so provided to Van Buren Town¬ 
ship local legislators, and the fa¬ 
cility mailing list. 

A decision regarding the ex¬ 
tension of the public comment 
period was not made until April 
30,1996. Individuals who attend¬ 
ed the public availability session 
by MDEQ and the united States 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (U.S. EPA) on May 1, 
1996, were notified of extension 
at that time.

Such exemplary citizens 
don’t adjust happen, however.

We expect a bumper 
crop of campers this year be¬ 
cause the our Council recently 
assumed responsibility for 
most of northern Oakland 
County (including Pontiac) and 
has expanded the membership 
in Pontiac from 400 to more 
than 2,000 girls. 

Our total membership in the 
Council is more than 36,500 
girls, and we continue to serve 
proudly as the fourth largest 
Girl Scout Council in the USA. 

The problem, of course, is 
that the girls who would bene¬ 
fit most from a day or resident 
camp experience are often 
those who can least afford it. 
The Council spends more than 
a half-million dollars a year to 
subsidize'camp operations 
and keep fees low for all girls.

other in a positive way. 

He said similar ideas had 
been talked about before, but 
never implemented. He ques¬ 
tioned why the churches of

Two weeks ago, the league 


hosted a baseball clinic at the 
Inkster High School ball field 
with former Detroit Tigers 
Gates Brown and Marvin Lang 
and pitching ace Earl Wilson 
providing baseball tips to the 
youngsters. The clinic was just 
the “tip of the iceberg,” ac¬ 
cording to Pastor Featchurs 
who hopes to have 3-on-3 bas¬ 
ketball challengers, golf and 
soccer competition, soccer 
games and summer Olympic 
games for youngsters in the 14- 
to 17-year-old age group. 

I know it’s too late for my 20- 
plus-year-old caller to sign up 
for the teen sports, but I hope 
he’ll vsit the playing field on 
Saturday and volunteer his 
services as a coach. Maybe, his 
prayer wasn’t answered in his 
early youth, but he could help 
to answer other youngsters’ 
prayers for a better future.

Court Reform: The Key Issues 


Michigan legislators plan to 
reconvene this week to con¬ 
clude their work for the sum¬ 
mer on court reorganization, 
an issue that, because of its 
complexity, could not be 
9( wrapped up in early June, as 
gfche Legislature had hoped. We 
understand the frustration 
*and admire the tenacity with 
which the House and Senate 
have tackled the knotty prob¬ 
lems of court reform on behalf 
of the public. 

From the beginning of this 
effort, the Michigan Supreme 
Court has believed that the 
public demands and deserves 
an efficient, responsive, ac¬ 
countable, and accessible trial 
court system. We have never 
said it would be easy to 
achieve, let alone in a year’s 
time. But we have supported a 
comprehensive approach 
nonetheless, because to be 
ready for the challenges of the 
21st century, Michigan’s trial 
court system needs thorough 
modernization. 

This should now be plain to 
all those in government who 
have wrestled with court con¬ 
solidation, equitable court 
funding, Recorder’s Court, and 
other issues for the past eight 
months. Surely it is plain to a 
public that often encounters 
long delays and other frustra¬ 
tions inn dealing with the 
court system. It is difficult to 
command respect from people 
who, because of the system’s 
inefficiencies, cannot tell if 
they have received justice. 

With the Legislature poised 
to make some decisions, we be¬ 
lieve it is worthwhile to pre¬ 
sent what we recommend as 
the building blocks of a sound, 
streamlined, responsive court 
system, one designed to reflect 
the goals we believe everyone 
shares for the judiciary. 

• Complete merger of circuit 
and probate court and a guar¬ 
antee that each county may 
elect exclusively at least one 
judge to work on its case load. 

This is of particular impor¬ 
tance for family cases. Our cur¬ 
rent trial court system ensures 
,that each county may elect ex¬ 
clusively at least one judge to 
^erve its needs in probate and 
juvenile matters. That enables 
Jeach county to choose a judge 
^committed to and knowledge- 
, able about the local commu¬ 
nity in which the judge was 
phosen. But the system also di¬ 
vides family cases between 
.courts, circuit and probate. Is¬ 
sues involving the same family 
4nay be heard by different 
( judges in different courtrooms 
and have conflicting outcomes. 

The full merger of circuit 
and probate court, which 
would require a constitutional 
amendment, would allow each 
, family to be treated as a unit, 
j with one judge in one court 
( handling all the relevant is¬ 
sues. Anything less will leave 
f, vestiges of our current pro¬ 
cedure, and the frustration it 
(•causes, intact. 

And any constitutional 
..amendment must continue to 
., guarantee that each county 
may elect exclusively at least 
'i one judge as its own. Other¬ 
wise a merger of courts may 
destroy the bond between 
court and community that is 
^growing more important as 
. family issues achieve greater 
, prominence in the realm of 
t , public policy. 

• Local court management 
^councils for the efficient,

locally-based administration 
of trial courts. 

Local court management 
councils would give local elec¬ 
ted officials responsibility for 
ensuring the efficient use of 
judicial resources in their 
communities. The councils 
would be comprised of the 
chief judges of the local cir¬ 
cuit, probate and district 
courts, the chairs of the partic¬ 
ipating county boards of com¬ 
missioners, representatives of 
the legislative bodies of the 
district court funding units, 
the appropriate regional court 
administrators, and members 
of the public. 

The councils would provide 
efficient, responsive court ad¬ 
ministration by capitalizing on 
cooperation among local offi¬ 
cials and citizens. The payoff 
would be improved courts in 
the short term and creative 
thinking for better courts in 
the future. 

• A judiciary made more ac- 
countable to the public 
through exclusive judicial au¬ 
thority over court employees. 

the public must know who to 
hold responsible for poor per¬ 
formance in the judiciary. 
Clear lines of authority 
through a single chain of re¬ 
sponsibility within the judici¬ 
ary would leave no doubt. The 
chain would run from the 
Michigan Supreme Court to 
the trial courts and back. Stan¬ 
dards for quality in the deliv¬ 
ery of justice would be 
developed to ensure consis¬ 
tency statewide. This, in fact, is 
already under way. 

Diffused authority over 
court employees - authority 
shared with the branches of lo¬ 
cal government that fund the 
trial courts - would enable all 
involved entities to escape re¬ 
sponsibility by attributing 
poor performance to the 
others. Problems could be hid¬ 
den from view; culpability 
could be denied or clouded by 
political credibility contests, 
one local branch against an¬ 
other. Surely the public has ex¬ 
pressed its impatience for this 
approach to governance. 

• The retention of Detroit 
Recorder’s Court. 

The merits of this debate 
have to do with service to the 
community. In order to deliver 
justice to the citizens it serves, 
Recorder’s Court is main¬ 
tained at a highly efficient 
level. At a time when there has 
been a significant move to¬ 
ward getting tough on crime, 
the role of recorder’s Court has 
become very important. Like 
surgeons with specialized 
skills, the judges of Recorder’s 
Court deliver their services at 
a very high level and have 
been recognized nationally for 
it. 

The arguments against the 
retention of Recorder’s Court 
have little to do with its func¬ 
tion. They include the charge 
that the legal system is over¬ 
burdened by race-based preju- 
dice, but conviction rate 
comparisons would undoubt¬ 
edly refute it. Political repre¬ 


sentation and diversity issues 
have also been raised. With 
the separation of the Re¬ 
corder’s Court and Wayne 
County Circuit Court criminal 
dockets last December, those 
issues are moot. In short, there 
is no rational basis for abolish¬ 
ing Recorder’s Court. 

• An equitable funding sys¬ 
tem based on a universally ac¬ 
cepted definition of the term 
“equitable.” 

Several trial court funding 
formulas have been proposed 
in recent weeks. The underly¬ 
ing issue has not been which 
approach is right or wrong. 
Rather, it has been finding a 
definition of equitable funding 
that satisfies all participants 
in the debate, including the 
public. 

The odds for finding a com¬ 
mon definition can improve 
through common effort. Last 
year, Michigan sent represen¬ 
tatives from all three branches 
of state government to a na¬ 
tional interbranch conference 
on state court funding. The 
conference openeu L ies of 
communication between 
branches and generated ideas 
about funding. The conference 
opened lines of communica¬ 
tion between branches and 
generated ideas about funding 
a constructive setting. The 
complexity of the issue in 
Michigan warrants a similar 
cooperative effort. 

Given the public’s demand 
for more efficient government, 
court reform will be an ongo¬ 
ing process. But the Legisla¬ 
ture will soon have the 
opportunity to take a bold step 
toward meeting that demand 
by improving the delivery of 
justice to Michigan citizens 
throughout the state.

Cable volunteers 
produce positive • 
local programming

One might say that Inkster 
Lifestyles is catching on like a 
“house on fire,” but since 
many of the volunteers in¬ 
volved in its production are 
firefighters, the term may not 
be appropriate.

Reluctant to let the idea “go 
up in smoke,” Moore sought 
out some fellow firefighters, 
including Jim Stroman, a 22- 
year-veteran of the Inkster 
Fire Department and auxil¬ 
iary firefighter Chris Crawley, 
to work on the show. 

“We started out without a 
script and just did the show ‘by 
the seat of our pants,”’ said 
Moore, noting that no one on 
the team had any television ex¬ 
perience, except for Leslie 
Rochelle, until they took some 
classes. 

Stroman had never been on 
camera before, but he didn’t 
let that stop him. His first as¬ 
signment was to do the color 
commentary for a high school 
football game. 

“On local cable, you have to 
be versatile,” Stroman said. 
“We’re all volunteers, so 
you’ve got to do whatever they 
ask you to do.”

Rouge high schools, Stroman 
told the audience, “I don’t 
know where you are, but you 
should be here” - a comment 
that Moore said revealed how 
much at ease the new commen¬ 
tator was. 

“I’ve always wanted to do 
something to help promote the 
community, and so I said ‘yes’ 
to working on cable. It’s been a 
lot of fun, and I’ve met a lot of 
interesting people,” Stroman 
said. “Some of the guests were 
people I had known previ¬ 
ously, but, until I sat down and 
really talked with them, there 
was a lot that I didn’t know.” 

Stroman said that there are 
a lot of very talented people in 
the community, and he would 
like them to share their stories 
on Inkster Lifestyles. 

“A lot of Inkster people

The Burglary Prevention 
Council recommends the fol¬ 
lowing measures: 

• The most inviting oppor¬ 
tunity for a burglar is a win¬ 
dow or door that is not 
properly secured. Thieves not 


only spot open doors and win¬ 
dows, but also look for weak, 
vulnerable locks. Doors should 
have deadbolt locks with a 1” 
throw and reinforced strike 
plate with 3” screws. 

• Always lock the doors to 
an attached garage. Don’t rely 
on your automatic garage door 
opener for security. 

• Create the illusion that 
you are home by using timers 
on lights, radios, and televi¬

sions. The most effective way 
to prevent a burglary is to stop 
potential thieves from even ap¬ 
proaching your home. 

• Another method of deter¬ 
rence is to keep the perimeter 
of your home well lighted. In¬ 
stalling a low voltage outdoor 
lighting system and floodlights 
around your porch, garage and 
other areas are cost- effective 
ways to discourage intruders.

“If you haven’t started 
building your soap box car, get 
started now,” said Wayne Soap 
Box Derby officials Tom Dob¬ 
rowolski and Hal Hultman. 

“Last year some kids who 
signed up for the race didn’t 
make it because they didn’t 
have their cars finished. That’s 
why we’re making our pitch 
early this year,” Hultman said. 

“We also want people to 
know that the Soap Box Derby 
is open to everyone, regardless 
of where they live,” Dob¬ 
rowolski said. 

Dobrowolski and Hultman 
emphasized that the point of 
the event is for kids and their 
parents to have fun working to¬ 
gether to build the car and 
then racing it. 

“Fun is what it is all about,” 
said Hultman. 

Here are some of the basics: 

• The driver must be 14 
years of age or younger to par¬ 
ticipate in Division 1, 2 or 3. 
Drivers 15 and older will be 
assigned tc Division 4. 

• Cars must not exceed six 
feet in length, nor three feet in 
width. (Cars from previous 
races will be allowed regard¬ 
less of size.) Allow adequate 
clearance front and rear of the 
axles for the starting ramp. 
The ramp angle is approx¬ 
imately 14 degrees. 

• The car must have a work¬ 


ing steering and braking sys¬ 
tem 

• Gravity propulsion only. 
Absolutely no drive mecha¬ 
nisms. 

• Protective head gear must 
be worn by driver. 

• Numbers must be affixed 
to sides and rear of the vehicle 
in large contrasting colors. All 
numbers are assigned on a 
first-come basis. However, cars 
from previous years may re¬ 
tain their numbers, if they 
wish. 

• One driver per vehicle (no 
sharing of cars). The drive who 
qualifies in the time trials 
must also drive in the race. 
(Exception: A car used in Divi¬ 
sion 1, 2 or 3, may be used in 
Division 4 by a driver 15 or 
older provided that the driver 
in Division 4 also qualified in 
the time trials). 

• Time trials start at 9 a.m. 
on Saturday, Aug. 24, and the 
actual race will begin at 1:30 
p.m. Aug. 24. (Rain date will be 
Aug. 25 with the same time 
schedule). 


The race will take place on 
Second Street, at Sims Avenue. 

Cars in Divisions 1, 2 and 3 
will be assigned with division 
based upon their lowest elap¬ 
sed time in the time trials. Di¬ 
vision 4 entries will compete 
within their division only. 

Each car will be allowed 
two runs during the time trials, 
and the lowest of the two runs 
will determine the car’s pole 


position. The race will be run 
on a process of elimination, 
and the judges’ decisions are *’ 
final. 

All participants will receive 
a trophy and official Wayne 
Soap Box Derby T-shirt.

This means that there is no 
cream or lotion that you can apply 
to your face that will restore its 
shape or even prevent the facial 
sagging that can make you look 


years older. 

Once damage has gone this far, 
the only alternatives are plastic sur¬ 
gery - which can be prohibitively ex¬ 
pensive. 

Its better in the long run to pro¬ 
tect your skin from the sun rather 
than the short term beauty you 
think a tan adds to the complexion.

Other ideas: Take a large rubber 
band and wrap it around your ciga¬ 
rette pack several times. If you have 
to unwrap the pack every time you 
want a cigarette, you have time to 
think twice about it instead of 
reaching for one automatically. Try 
exercising more or drinking lots of 
water.

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New facts about fibroids aid doctors in treatment 


Fibroids -- also called myomas - 
develop from the cells that make up 
the muscle of the uterus for reasons 
that are not yet understood. These 
benign growths can be as small as a 
pea, or as large as a grapefruit, and 
can occur inside or outside the 
uterus. 

The female hormone estrogen 
seems to increase the growth of fi¬ 
broids, but little is known about 
why some women - for example, 
black women - appear more prone 
to the condition. 

If you have fibroids, you may 
need to do nothing at all other than 
get regular check-ups. Many women 
are unaware of their fibroids be¬ 
cause they experience no problems. 


Even during pregnancy, a fibroid 
will often -- though not always - 
move out of the way of the fetus as 
the uterus expands. And fibroids of¬ 
ten shrink or disappear after a wo¬ 
man reaches menopause. 

usually, a woman only seeks 
treatment for fibroids because the 
size or location of the growths 
causes her to experience either dis¬ 
comfort, such as abdominal pain or 
heavy menstrual bleeding, or infer¬ 
tility. 

A word of caution: the presence 
of fibroids does not automatically 
cause fertility problems. A couple 
should explore other possible 
causes of infertility before fibroids 
are ruled the culprit. Even if fi¬ 
broids are the problem, many wo¬ 


men are able to become pregnant 
after they are treated. 

In the past, hysterectomy, or re¬ 
moval of the uterus, was the most 
common treatment for problem fi¬ 
broids. Today, a woman has the op¬ 
tion of a myomectomy, a surgical 
procedure that removes the fibroids 
but leaves the uterus in place. 
There are three types of myomec¬ 
tomies. 

In a laparoscopy, a small incision 
is made in the abdomen, and a slen¬ 
der telescope is used to view and 
help remove fibroids located out¬ 
side the uterus. In a hysteroscopy, 
another thin telescope is inserted 
through the cervix to help remove 
fibroids found inside the uterus. 
These two procedures, done with 


general anesthesia, do not usually 
involve an overnight hospital stay 
and have a brief recovery period. In 
contrast, abdominal surgery, involv¬ 
ing the cutting of the abdomen and 
uterus, requires a hospital stay of 
three to four days, and a one month 
recovery period. 

Finally, a woman may still want a 
hysterectomy - for example, if her 
pain or bleeding persists, and she 
no longer wants children. 

If you have problem fibroids, 
seek medical advice. If your physi¬ 
cian recommends a hysterectomy 
you do not want, get other opinions. 
You have several options in making 
the right decision for you.

What is congestive heart failure? 
Doctors use the term to describe 
what happens when the heart be¬ 
comes damaged and isn’t able to 


pump blood as well as it should tc 
permit the body to function nor¬ 
mally. 

Symptoms can include unusual 
shortness of breath or fatigue upon 
exertion and swelling of the feet 
and ankles. 

Heart problems that may in¬ 
crease risk for congestive heart fail¬ 
ure are a history of heart attack,

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Partial-birth abortion bill passes 


A currently legal abortion pro¬ 
cedure involving partial birth may 
soon be banned in Michigan, under 
new legislation passed by the Sen¬ 
ate. 

During a partial birth abortion, 
the living fetus is extracted, feet 
first, from the womb and through 
the birth canal until all but the 
head is exposed. At this point, the 
tips of surgical scissors are thrust 


into the base of the skull and a suc¬ 
tion catheter is inserted through the 
opening to remove the brain. This 
procedure is primarily used when 
birth defects or danger to the 
mother are present. 

House Bill 5889, which passed by 
a vote of 28-8, seeks to ban partial- 
birth abortions except when neces¬ 
sary to save the life of the mother. A 
physician found violating the act 


would be subject to license revoca¬ 
tion or denial. 

Similar legislation is pending in 
other states and has passed both 
chambers of the United States Con¬ 
gress, though President Bill Clinton 
vetoed the legislation. 

“The partial-birth abortion is a 
practice terrifyingly close to infan¬ 
ticide,” said Bennett. “There is ab¬ 
solutely no defense for its use 


except to save the mother’s life. Not 
only does it destroy a fetus inches 
from its first breath, but the bar¬ 
baric nature of this procedure can 
cause psychological harm to the 
mother.” 

The bill will be returned to the 
House for enrollment and will then 
be sent to the governor for his signi- 
ture.

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Getting ready to breast-feed is rewarding to mother 


Breast-feeding can be one of the 
most rewarding experiences in a 
mother’s life. It also helps protect 
your baby against infections. 

Almost anyone can plan to 
breast-feed; only women with cer¬ 
tain active, transmissible infections 
(such as HIV, hepatitis B, or cyto¬ 
megalovirus) or women taking cer¬ 
tain medications should avoid it. If 
you are returning to work, you may 
want to breast-feed for as long as 
possible, and then supplement with 
bottle feedings of your own breast 
milk or formula. 

Women with small breasts can 
produce as much milk as much milk 
as those with large breasts. Women 
with nipples that sink inward (‘in¬ 
verted” or “retracted” nipples) can

which generally occurs in the first 
three months of pregnancy and may 
not be limited to mornings - is trig¬ 
gered by hormonal changes. 

To combat the nausea and vomit¬ 
ing, slow down your morning rou¬ 
tine. Stay in bed and eat some dry 
toast before getting up. 

Hormonal changes can also 
cause fatigue and, as estrogen in- 


routinely massage them in the 
months before birth to make them 
protrude and breast-feed suc¬ 
cessfully. 

Breast-feeding “comes natu¬ 
rally,” and your newborn will dem¬ 
onstrate the instinct to suck right in 
the delivery room. The first nutrient 
received is not milk, but colostrum, 
a clear, easily digestible liquid 
filled with proteins, minerals, and 
antibodies. Within a few days your 
breasts will start producing milk. 

If your hospital has a “feeding on 
demand” policy, your infant will be 
brought to you for a feeding as often 
as he or she acts hungry. The alter¬ 
native - not recommended for wo¬ 
men who wish to breast-feed 


exclusively - is to allow supplemen¬ 
tal feedings of infant formula. 

It’s important to establish a good 
breast-feeding relationship in the 
hours and days after birth. Check to 
see if your hospital offers any 
breast-feeding resources, such as a 
lactation consultant on staff, or spe¬ 
cial classes. A nurse or consultant 
can also show you how to use a 
breast pump. 

Breast-feeding women need to 
take in about 2,700 calories daily 
(roughly 300 calories per day more 
than when they were pregnant). As 
long as you eat a well-balanced diet, 
vitamin or mineral supplementa¬ 
tion should not be necessary. A wo¬ 
man who has practiced good eating 


habits throughout her pregnancy 
stands the least chance of having 
her own vitamin/mineral stores de¬ 
pleted, and that will be important in 
the busy months ahead. 

While the hormones released 
during lactation may delay the re¬ 
turn of ovulation, breast-feeding is 
not a method of contraception. Cer¬ 
tain oral contraceptives, such as 
those containing progestin only, 
may be take almost immediately af¬ 
ter birth without disrupting your 
milk supply. For information imme¬ 
diately after birth without disrupt¬ 
ing your milk supply. For 
information about other oral con¬ 
traceptives or methods of contrac¬ 
eption, tain to your doctor. 


fruit juices; eating foods high in n- 
ber; and getting daily exercise. 

Toward the end of the pregnancy, 
many women experience swelling, 
leg cramps, and non-labor contrac¬ 
tions known as Braxton Hicks. To 
ease some of these symptoms, ele¬ 
vate your legs whenever possible; 
wear support pantyhose; stretch 
your legs before going to bed; and to 
prevent cramps, avoid rapid chang¬ 
ing of positions. 

The most important thing to re¬ 
member is that all of these symp¬ 
toms are normal. 


creases, your breasts begin to grow 
and feel slightly sore. At the same 
time, your uterus is growing and 
will push against your bladder, 
causing more frequent urination. In 
the middle of the pregnancy that 
problem will disappear tempo¬ 
rarily, only to return in the last 
month or so when the baby drops 
deeper into the pelvis and again 
puts pressure on the bladder. 

As the baby grows, your center of 
gravity will shift toward your back 
to make up for the extra weight in 
the front This can cause backaches. 


To help ease the pain, wear flat or 
low-heeled shoes; avoid lifting 
heavy objects; squat down to lift 
rather than bend from the waist; 
and sleep on your side with your top 
leg bent 

The digestive system is also im¬ 
pacted by pregnancy. Indigestion 
can be relieved by eating small 
meals; sitting up while eating; wait¬ 
ing two hours after eating before ex¬ 
ercising; and not lying down too 
soon after a meal. Additionally, di¬ 
gestive changes can cause constipa¬ 
tion, which is best combatted by

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Spinal cord research helps in quest for answers 


Thanks to the Paralyzed Veterans 
of America’s Spinal Cord Research 
Foundation (SCRF), a growing nu¬ 
mber of medical researchers and 
scientists have been able to pursue 
the challenge of spinal cord injury 
research. 

The goal of the research is a cure 
for paralysis, a condition which cur¬ 
rently affects an estimated 500,000 
Americans. 

“When the Paralyzed Veterans of 
America (PVA) started in 1946, a spi¬ 
nal cord injury was measured in 
just months, with no hope for a 
cure,” said PVA National President 
Richard F. Johnson. “But medical 
research and new therapies have 
extended our lives to pretty much 
normal. The progress we’ve made in 
the past six years is greater than all 
we’ve made in the last sixty,” he ad¬ 
ded. 

Laurance Johnston, Ph.D., PVA’s 
director of Research and Educa¬ 
tion, said, “Many of today’s most 
gifted researchers got their start 
with a grant from SCRF. I think

that’s something for us to be proud 
of.” 

Dr. Monica Oblinger of Chicago 
Medical School recalled the day she 
was notified she had received her 
first SCRF grant, and the impact it 
had on her life. “The envelope came 
in the form of eight people in wheel¬ 
chairs who brought it to the lab. 
And I just thought, ‘this is amazing. 
I’ve got to really do something with 
this money now - I can’t believe 
these people in wheelchairs raised 
this money and gave it to me.’ 

“And I’ve thought about that a lot 
over the years. I felt a real sense of 
indebtedness to the group that had 
really raised the money and pro¬ 


vided it to my research ... The pic¬ 
ture of that day is still really quite 
vivid in my mind,” she added. 

Harry Goshgarian, Ph.D., of 
Wayne State University Medical 
School, in Detroit, MI, shared his 
feelings about SCRF. “I think the 
role of SCRF is very important, par¬ 
ticularly today. In 1975 when I was 
starting out it was difficult to get a 
grant but it was not impossible. 

“Today it is becoming exceed¬ 
ingly difficult for young investiga¬ 
tors to get started in research and to 
compete for research money be¬ 
cause it’s so limited. SCRF, by fun¬ 
ding their initial ideas, will enable 
these people to compete more suc¬ 
cessfully for the larger sums of 
money that may be available 
through the government,” he said. 

Researchers agree that another 
of SCRF’s roles is to fund “some¬ 
thing that seems a little bit off the 
beaten track, perhaps too novel an 
idea, that may not get funded by an 
organization like NIH, because it 
needs pilot data,” said Fredrick 


Seil, Ph.D., of VA Medical Center in 
Portland, OR. 

“SCRF funds can be used to do 
pilot projects, provide the data that 
can then lead to getting the larger 
grant. It’s a nice safety net in diffi¬ 
cult financial times, where the 
availability of government funds 
are concerned.” 

Dr. Jeffery Kocsis of the PVA/ 
EPVA Center for Neuroscience and 
Regeneration Research at Yale Uni¬ 
versity said, “There is so much 
value in being able to have a small 
starter grant, not only for a senior 
investigator but for a junior investi¬ 
gator to keep a program going or to 
get one started. SCRF has a very 
valuable function in terms of seed¬ 
ing programs, funding small grants 
and initiating new research ef¬ 
forts.”

Women and heart disease, deadly combination 


Heart disease tends to affect wo¬ 
men about 10 years later than men, 
but poses a comparable threat. It is 
by far the leading cause of death for 
women after menopause, and even 


premenopausal women have the 
same change of dying from heart 
disease as they do from breast can¬ 
cer. 

Estrogen circulating in the sys¬ 


tems of reproductive-aged women 
appears to protect against the de¬ 
velopment of heart disease until 
some time after menopause. Estro¬ 
gen binds to low density lipopro¬ 
teins (LDL or “bad” cholesterol), 
resulting in lower circulating levels 
of LDL in the blood. 

Only now is evidence emerging 
that heart disease affects men and 
women different. One important 
finding is that diet, weight loss, and 
exercise appear to be less effective 
as cholesterol-lowering interven¬ 
tions in women than in men - with 
some speculation that estrogen acts 
as a “buffer” against environmental 
influences. Obviously this may be 
less true for older women, whose 
cholesterol levels do seem to bene¬ 
fit somewhat more from exercise. 

An extremely important precau¬ 
tion against heart disease is to stop 
smoking, which sharply increases 
your risk of having a heart attack. 
Even one cigarette a day can put 
you in danger. 

In addition, women who take sup¬ 
plemental estrogen after meno¬ 
pause have half the rate of fatal 
heart attacks as do these not under¬ 
going hormone replacement ther¬ 
apy (HRT). Estrogen also protects 
against osteoporosis and alleviates 
unpleasant symptoms of meno¬ 
pause - which is why most women

disease of the heart valves, heart in¬ 
flammation or damage caused by in¬ 
fections, and longstanding high 
blood pressure. 

More than 2 million Americans, 
mostly older adults, have congestive 
heart failure and it contributes to 
400,000 deaths a year. 


elect to undergo HRT in the first 
place. 

Despite these advantages, only 
about 15 percent of postmenopausal 
women take estrogen in the U.S. 
This is due to fears about a possible 
slight increase in the risk of breast 
cancer and a three-fold increase in 
the risk of endometrial cancer asso¬ 
ciated with estrogen use when it is 
taken by itself. 

To protect against the potential 
increased risk of endometrial can¬ 
cer, progestin has been added rou¬ 
tinely to estrogen preparations for 
HRT. This “combination therapy” is 
now widely accepted. Unfor¬ 
tunately, progestin may slightly re¬ 
duce estrogen’s protective cardiac 
effects. It is not yet known how 
much protection against heart dis¬ 
ease combination therapy offers, 
but probably less than that from es¬ 
trogen alone. A large government 
research study now underway will 
provide more information. 

In the meantime, it’s important to 
remember that among older wo¬ 
men, the risk of death from heart 
disease greatly outweighs the risk of 
death from any other causes includ¬ 
ing that from all other cancers com¬ 
bined. If you are a postmenopausal 
woman with highly elevated choles¬ 
terol, the benefits of estrogen use 
may outweight the risks. 

Encouraging treatment news. 

Recent medical findings have 
shown that in many people with 
congestive heart failure, early drug 
treatment can help maintain energy 
and control symptoms. 

This can give patients more years 
of active life and reduce their need 
for hospitalization.
